SPECIAL ORDINANCE NO. S-

AN ORDINANCE amending Special Ordinance 
S-139-76, Section 9. 

WHEREAS, the Office of Emergency Services request the 
amendment of Special Ordinance S-139-76, Section 9 due to the 
unfair system of Police Officers educational incentive pay; and 


WHEREAS, an amendment can establish full desired 
educational incentive pay for all sworn police officers as herein 
provided; 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 


SECTION 1. That Section 9 of Special Ordinance S-139- 
76 is hereby changed to read as follows to wit: 

"SECTION 9. All sworn personnel of the Fort Wayne Police 


Department who have been regularly employed as police officers 
for a period of not less than six months of sworn in active duty 
shall receive monetary incentive while actively employed by the 
Fort Wayne Police Department for successfully completing courses at 


an accredited college or university or non-accredited police 


oriented seminar, conference, institute or school, as follows : 

a. The officer will receive $10.00 per year for every 
semester hour completed at an accredited college or 
un iversity. All quarter hours completed with a grade 

oF "C" or better will be converted into semester hours 

using a 2/3 ratio of quarter hours to semester hours. 

b. In excess of 60 semester hours or 90 quarter hours, 
the officer shall receive a bonus of $10 per year for 
every semester hour completed with a grade of "C" or 
better at an accredited college or university . 

c. An additional bonus of $300 per year shall be grant¬ 
ed to all officers receiving a four-year baccalaureate 
degree or its equivalant from an accredited college or 
university . Those receiving a two-year associate de¬ 
gree or its equivalant from an accredited college or 
university , shall receive a bonus in the amount of $150. 
In no case shall the bonus for an earned degree exceed 
$300, or a total bonus for any one officer exceed $1,500. 


d. Those officers attending military courses which are 

police related as approved by the police chief in writ ¬ 

ing, or police oriented seminars, conferences, institutes

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or schools shall receive 1/2 semester hour of credit 

upon successful completion of each course even if suc h 

courses, seminars, conferences/ institutes or schools 

are not at accredited colleges or universities provided 

that such course must total at least 40 class hours 

in order to receive 1/2 semester credit. Any extra 

class hours beyond 40 may be accumulated toward an 

additional 1/2 semester credit. 






e. Proof of completion of such non-accredited military- 

courses, police oriented seminars, conferences, instit¬ 

utes or schools shall be evidence by a certificate from 
the authority sponsoring such courses, seminars, con¬ 

ferences institutes or schools; proof of completion of 
courses at an accredited college or university shall 

be evidenced by an official transcript from such college 

or university. ~.' ' . 

f. Education Directory - Higher Education - by Hazel C. 

Poole, National Center for Educational Statistices Office 

of Education, U.S. Department of Health, Education, and 

Welfare shall be used to determine the accreditability 

of colleges and universities. 


The bonuses shall be added to the officer's regularly determined 


earnings. In no event shall the base salary of a first class 
patrolman, within the meaning of Burns Indiana Statutes Annotated 


Section 48-6403, be considered as including the educational bonus 
for police pension purposes. Those eligible for the educational 
incentive program shall not include officers regularly assigned 
to the Communications Department or the Department of Traffic 
Engineering." 

SECTION 2. This Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage and approval by the Mayor.
